Hi gang, 


I'm generally not an alarmist regarding viruses but it seems that the Happy99 
virus is particularly tricky to eradicate from a computer once it has installed 
itself. I don't know if the file happy99.exe which appeared on this list 
earlier today was infected or not but my advice is "Don't open the file!" As 
for me, I immediately deleted it, emptied my trash can, and emptied the Norton 
protected files, after which I ran a virus scan. 


Have a look at the following from Woody's Office Watch #4.5 
<http://wopr.com> to 
see what I mean: 


On Monday of this week I received an email message from a 
guy I'd been talking with for a while. Smart guy. I hope he 
writes some FrontPage stuff for WOW. Anyway, this message 
was blank, but it had an attached program called 
HAPPY99.EXE. I blithely double-clicked on the attachment, 
and was greeted with a "Happy New Year 1999" message along 
with a bunch of digital fireworks. 


I sent out a couple of messages. And then I suddenly 
remembered. In last week's WOW, we wrote these words: 

"So be wary of any incoming file, don't run or open it 
directly... Instead, save the file to your hard drive then 


run your anti-virus software to check it. Of course, this 
is a recent development so you must have the latest 
anti-virus updates to check for this worm. If you want to 
make sure, look through the list of viruses scanned for 
‘'Happy99'." 


Oh S%$i@ ! 


Guess what? I got infected with the W32.SKA worm (also 
known as the "Happy99 virus"). Fortunately, I caught it 
before it could "take" - and I didn't infect anyone else. 
(You have to re-start Windows before the bloody thing hooks 
into your system.) 


I checked the Norton Web site listed in last week's WOW, as 
well as the McAfee description at 

http: //beta.nai.com/public/datafiles/valerts/vinfo/w32ska.htm 
. And I disinfected myself by following these steps 

(they're probably overkill, but at least it's thorough!): 


1. Delete ska.exe and ska.dll from the \windows\system folder. 

2. Delete the Registry key 
HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\SOFTWARE\Microsoft\Windows\CurrentVersion\RunOnce\Ska.exe 
="Ska.exe" 

3. Restart in MS-DOS mode. 

4. Navigate to \windows\system using, say, CD system 

5. Run these two DOS commands to restore the old Winsock file: 

REN wsock32.d1l1 wsock32.bad 

REN wsock32.ska wsock32.d11 

6. Restart Windows 


So much for Happy99. I promise I won't be that dumb again. 
For a few months, anyway.

It maps SKA.EXE to memory and converts it to 
uuencoded format and mails an additional e-mail or 
newsgroup post with the same header information as 
the original message but containing no text but just an 
attachment called Happy99.exe. "

This is exactly what happened. Jim had posted a note to the list a few 
minutes before the virus went out. He was probably not aware it happened 
(altho he probably is by now...)

I'm a NASA soldering school graduate and know what they say 
about flux removal, but MY radios don't need to be "space 
qualified". 


As long as you are careful and don't leave a huge amount of 
(resin core) flux behind, it shouldn't ever be a problem. 
If you make a BIG mess, then alcohol with a q-tip is 
probably 

the best way to clean up.

Do you have a "Rainbow Tuner"? You know, one of those nifty 
little end-fed half-wave antenna tuners with an SWR bridge 
that uses multiple LEDs to indicate the antenna match? If 
you do, you'll know that it's just great as a portable 
companion for field operations with any of your QRP 
transceivers ... except that it's only good on 40m or 30m. 


Well, Rainbow Tuner designer Joe Everhart, N2CX has 
determined a way to extend the range of his Tuner by adding 
a couple of simple components ... now you'll be able to use 
the Rainbow Tuner on 20m and 80m too! 


The NJ-QRP Club has obtained a quantity of the parts 
(especially the hard-to-find mica trimmer capacitor) and is 
willing to share that find with QRPers and homebrewers. N2CX 


is allowing the club to provide the parts as an inexpensive 
kit ($7 post paid) that is easy to assemble and quite 
flexible in how it can be mounted to the original Rainbow 
Tuner. Ordering instructions for the Add-On Kit are located 
at the bottom of this page. 


OK, WHAT IS THE AOK? 

The Rainbow Add-On Kit (or AOK for short) is a set of 
components used to extend the operating range of the Rainbow 
Tuner. The AOK is designed to work with the tuner by itself 
or as installed in the KE6RIE "Rainbow Enclosure". (See 
http: //www.njqrp.org/rb_enclosure.html ) 


The Rainbow's tuning range can be easily extended to 20 and 
80 meters by changing the effective value of the parallel 
tuned circuit components. This is accomplished by connecting 
either an inductor or capacitor to increase or decrease the 
tuned circuit's resonant frequency. The AOK components can 
be connected (individually) across the tuner's ANT and GND 
terminals to effect this increase in range. 


A toroidal core and #26 magnet wire are used to make an 
inductor which will increase the tuning range to cover the 
amateur 20 meter band. A 400 pF mica compression trimmer is 
needed to enable 80 meter operation.

The Rainbow Tuner is a simple combined tuner and SWR 
indicator tuner designed for use with end-fed half wave wire 
antennas on 30 and 40 meters. The tuner portion is a tapped 
parallel-tuned resonant circuit that transforms the high 
impedance of the end-fed half-wave to 50 ohms so that common 
coaxial feedline can be used. Its tuning range is limited by 


the capacitance range of the compression mica trimmer 
mounted on its pce board. The KE6RIE enclosure kit is 
supplied with a panel mounted variable capacitor with a 
similar tuning range.

It has been suggested that ethanol would be a good solvent for removing 
resin from printed circuit boards.

Far better is propanol or propan2ol, formerly known as isopropyl alcohol 
which is normally supplied 100%, or free of water. It is more expensive 
than than methanol, but a lot cheaper than pure ethanol, formerly ethyl 
alcohol. 

I'm sorry to hear this latter is ‘lethal’, cos I've been drinking a 40% by 
volume solution from Scotland for many years ;-)

I don't believe it came as an attachment. It was an email message as 
uuencoded text. My email client, Eudora Light, did not decode it but I 
could see from the text what it was. Some email packages will recognise 
uuencoded text and decode it. Some may even execute it (bad news). The 
person whose email account it came from was probably not aware of it. It 
installs itself on the system and then sends itself out as a seperate 
email, not as an attachment, whenever the infected system sends an email, 
news posting, etc. When he sent a normal msg to the list, it sent itself 
out as a msg to the list a few minutes later. It would be difficult to 
detect it since it looks like a normal email msg. It does contain a field 
in the header called "X-Spanska: YES" so you might be able to filter on 
that. Look at http://www.datafellows.com/v-descs/ska.htm for more info 
(this is a site for a virus detection vendor but it has lots of info on 
viruses) . 


My point is not to come down too hard on the sender...he probably didn't 
know it was sent.

I'm with you on this ED! I've been a ham for 38 years and a professional 
tech. 
for the US Navy, Arizona Highway Patrol, several Motorola shops, a shop of my 
own, and a city govt. I won't discount the possibility that there are 
possibilities for experiences outside of my own ,within the universe, but i 
also have never seen a 
case of solder flux causing any type of detrimental effects when remaining 
behind on a pc board.

Ed Tanton wrote: 
I said about the same thing earlier-and not to beat a dead horse (but it 
isn't dead)... in my 37 years of ham radio and 25 years of professional 
electronics, I have never seen a problem due to flux. Most-but not 
all-companies I worked for removed the flux from their own-mfgr pc boards. 
All of them experienced the occasional electrolytic failure due to this 
(except the MIL companies who used only epoxy-sealed MIL-spec caps) and 
accepted it as a matter of course. 


I repeat: no board in my experience has ever had a flux-related failure... 
but they have had capacitor failures attributable to improper cleaning 
techniques. I DID clean the flux off that PC-XT I built from a bare pc 
board, but did so after filling in the zillion or so plated-thru-hole 
"jumper" holes, holding the board upside down, and being extremely careful 
with the few remaining holes (the ~ 9 board mounting holes.) It never had a 
failure, but it sure was a lot of trouble. I believe anything less and I've 
lost some caps. 


The reason for the Motorola failures is easily explained by the continuously 
high humidity of the outdoor site. I would be curious to know if such 
failures were as common is states like AZ? Humidity problems are a bear, and 
flux residue will, indeed, soak it up like a sponge, almost certainly 
producing partially conductive compounds. But indoors? Nah-h-h. 


Summary: as long as you are very careful with your usage of solvent, you 
certainly can remove flux from your pc boards. I would NOT consider 
de-fluxing a regular pc board with any method that caused the solvent to run 
down the board (and then on through the plated-thru-hole jumpers to the 
other side, and possibly into the electrolytics.) If I contemplated such 
cleaning, I'd epoxy seal ALL the electrolytics, and not mount any 
polystyrene caps, nor any susceptible misc. plastic items/whatever. 


I WILL be cleaning my K2 pc boards with first, acetone; and then 99% 
water-free alcohol, but with lots of wooden 

Q-tips, and extra care about runs. The reason is mostly esoteric, but also 
because I DO contemplate outdoor operation... and there is that chance it 
would be enough to bother the flux residues enough to matter. Not much of a 
chance I think, but I don't ever take chances like that with preventable 
problems.

Folks, I'm getting lots of requests on "what do you replace the WSOCK32.SKA 
with?" The answer is you DON'T REPLACE IT. You will be deleting the file 
WSOCK32.DLL from the Windows System directory. The Worm copied the original 
file to WSOCK32.SKA (this SKA is now the ORIGINAL Windows file -- do not 
delete it!). You can then either rename the WSOCK32.SKA to WSOCK32.DLL or 
copy it to the same DLL file name. For those of you who may not have web 
access, below is the information from the Symantec web site.

When being executed, the program also opens a window entitled "Happy New 
Year 1999 !!" showing a firework display to disguise its other actions. The 
program copies itself as SKA.EXE and extracts a DLL that it carries as 
SKA.DLL into WINDOWS\SYSTEM directory. It also modifies WSOCK32.DLL in 


WINDOWS\SYSTEM directory and copies the original WSOCK32.DLL into WSOCK32.SKA. 


WSOCK32.DLL handles internet-connectivity in Windows 95 and 98. The 
modification to WSOCK32.DLL allows the worm routine to be triggered when a 
connect or send activity is detected. When such online activity occurs, the 
modified code loads the worm's SKA.DLL. This SKA.DLL creates a new email or 
a new article with UUENCODED HAPPY99.EXE inserted into the email or 
article. It then sends this email or posts this article. 


If WSOCK32.DLL is in use when the worm tries to modify it (i.e. a user is 
online), the worm adds a registry entry: 
HKEY_LOCAL_MACHINE\Software\Microsoft\Windows\CurrentVersion\RunOnce=SKA. EXE 


The registry entry loads the worm the next time Windows start. 
Removing the worm manually: 

delete WINDOWS\SYSTEM\SKA. EXE 

. delete WINDOWS\SYSTEM\SKA. DLL 


replace WINDOWS\SYSTEM\WSOCK32.DLL with WINDOWS\SYSTEM\WSOCK32.SKA 
. delete the downloaded file, usually named HAPPY99.EXE

Probably many of you were, like me, disappointed that OHR had discontinued 
their switched capacitance filter kit. I had noticed that Ramsey offered 
what appeared to be a similar kit, but the negative comments that I had 
occasionally heard on the list concerning this company had made me hesitant 
to buy one. Well, for Christmas I received a Radio Shack gift certificate 
and thought, "Well shoot, I'll give this kit a try" (Radio Shack markets 
Ramsey kits through their special order catalogue). I've gotten the kit 
assembled and working and thought that a few others on the list might be 
interested in my impressions. 


Features: The Ramsey AF-1 is a CW bandpass audio filter with a pair of MF8 
ICs forming the heart of the circuit. The circuit is similar (but not 
identical) to the one found in the recent editions of the ARRL handbook. 
The filter has bandwidths of 750, 500, 250, and 100 Hz, selected by two 
front panel switches, and the center frequency of the filter is set by a 
front panel mounted potentiometer and is tunable over a range of 400 - 1000 
Hz. Included is an audio amplifier with front panel volume control. The 
output from the filter is enough for room filling volume with an external 
speaker (not included). The unit is powered by either 12-15 V AC or DC - a 
nice feature! The internal supply circuitry is well designed with good 
filtering and regulation (in case your "wall wart" has neither). 


Kit quality: All parts were present. The quality of the components was 
very good to excellent (the resistors with the leads pre-formed for 
vertical mounting are a nice touch). The PC board was a professional 
quality single-sided board that was soldered and masked with a 
silk-screened parts layout. The board is generous in size for the circuit, 
making it easy to work with. The manual includes a schematic, parts 
placement figure, and some background on the circuit with suggestions for 
use. 


Case: OK, but nothing to write home about. The screws included with my 
case were not long enough to secure the top to the bottom, and I had to 
replace them with appropriately sized ones from my junk box. If you are 
handy with fabricating cases, you might consider rolling your own. By the 
way, if you use Ramsey's case, they aren't kidding when they say to be sure 
about the placement of the front and rear panel decals before you press 
them on - these decals stick like crazy and never look the same if you have 
to peel them off to reposition them (the voice of experience). 


Assembly: Very straight forward; it took me about an hour to solder in the 


parts. Ramsey uses a "check off the step" method similar to the old 
Heathkits. All connectors and controls mount on the PC board. If you 
follow the directions, you should have no problems assembling the kit; mine 
worked as advertised right off the bat. JI found one error in the manual: 
on page 11, step 24 should read "install R20" instead of "R19" (you've 
already installed R19). 


Bottom line: The filter works great. It is impressive to vary the center 
frequency control when using one of the narrow filter positions and listen 
to signals appear and disappear. In fact, be sure that you have the center 
frequency set correctly before going to the 100 Hz bandwidth setting or the 
station you want to hear will be gone!

Sam Billingsley asked for some more details about the HW-8, but I 
thought others would also like to know. I've now tested it with a 13.5 
V power supply. It transmits and receives on all four bands. The only 
obvious problem is a 60 Hz hum on 15 m when RF and AF gain are high. 
It's an ugly duckling with lots of add-ons on the back. For instance, a 
toggle changes from XCV to XMT. On XCV, transmit and receive functions 
are normal, with input and output connected to the main antenna jack. 

On XMT an external tranmitter can be connected thru to the HW-8 antenna 
jack while the HW-8 circuitry switches to an internal dummy load. This 
would be a good platform for a Fireball 40, for instance, to be used for 
a QSO, manually toggling the HW-8 receiver in and out between transmit 
and receive. The downside is that if you forget and leave the toggle 
switch in the XMT position, your antenna will be well-shielded dummy 
load! I built the rig years ago and forgot about all the fooling around 
I'd done with it. It's been in storage now for several years.

I'm on the VFO section of the NorCal 20, and am not getting the voltages at 
the RF probe hole that the manual says I should. With my meter set at 3 volts 
DC, I measure about .12 volts...and it should be between .5 and 1.5 volts. 

All the voltages checked out on the first several construction steps...and the 
voltages at Q2 all check out right on the button. 


I tinned the toroid Li's leads before I installed in, and checked for 
continuity...I've had problems with this before (hi!). And, I have checked 
and checked for shorts, etc... 

and everything appears to be installed correctly...and current draw is as 
expected, so probably no shorts. 


Anyway, I need to be pointed in some direction to find the problem. My meter 
is a RS digital one...a pretty good one (based on cost). But I have had 
problems getting an RF probe to work with it (it gave very low readings with 
the probe I made).

As Dave pointed out in the NorCal20 construction manual, not all 
transistors and FETs are created equal. During the intial check out of my 
NC20 I noticed that the transmit frequency followed the RIT adjustment. Q1 
(an MPF102) was not turning off completely during key down. I swapped it 
out with an MPF102 from (gasp) Radio Shack and it now works perfectly. 


As part of your final checklist before putting your NC20 on the air I 
suggest you go to TUNE (into a dummy load of course) and monitor your 
signal on another receiver as you turn the RIT control.
